HE foundation of the prefent library was laid in 
the year 1731, a period when Philadelphia af. 
forded little affiftance to the enquiries of the ftudious. 
A number of gentlemen having raifed the fum of one 
hundred pounds by fubfcription, a {mall library was 
» formed upon principles the beft calculated to diffeminate 
knowledge: the books were not, as in many of the 
public libraries of Europe, confined to the apartments, 
but the fubfcribers were allowed to carry them home for 

-. areafonable fpace of time. 


_ ..The plan foon became popular; acceflions to the 
number of members took place, and the {tock of books 

was annually encreafed by purchafes at the company’s 
_expence, and liberal donations from perfons both at 
_ home and abroad. 

The then proprietaries of Pennfylrania appear to 
have taken a patriotic pleafure in the encouragement of 
the plan. Befides feveral valuable donations, the

A fpirit of literary improvement made its way among 
all claffes of people, and the philanthropy of the great 
and amiable charaéter* who fuggefted the plan, was 
gratified by tracing the books as well into the hands of 
the opulent, with whom literature is fometimes no more 
than one of the ornaments of civil life, as among thofe 
to whom it renders a more fubftantial benefit. Letters, 
while they employ the leifure of the artift, reconcile 
him to his labor; by removing grofler relaxations they 
promote his health, while they enlarge his mind; and 
prolong his life, while they teach him to enjoy it. 


The refpectable and intelligent charaéter of the latter 
clafs of people in Philadelphia and its environs, cannot 
bq referred to a more probable caufe, than the habits 
of'reading promoted by this inftitution. “ 


The great utility and fuccefs.of this meafure, occa- 
fioned the formation of other libraries upon fimilar prin- 
ciples. But as it appeared more conducive to the interefts 
ot literature, to, be poffeffed of one large, than of feveral 
fmaller coileGions of books, coalitions gradually took 
piace emong them, till the Amicable, the Affociation 
and the Union Companies were blended with the Li- 
brary Company of Philadelphia, the title conferred by 
the chatter Sis. 2 


‘Since this event, which took place in the year 1769, 
the members and the property of the company have 
continued to encreafe; the former being now between - 
five and fix hundred in number. The number of vo- 
lumes, at prefent, amounts to eight thoufand, the felec- 
tion of which, has in general been calculated to pro- 
mote the more important interefts of fociety. And the 
flock of books is continually encreafed by occafional 
donations, annual importations and purchafes of every 
American production of merit. 2

Some valuable machines and apparatus for the pur- 
pofes of natural philofophy, &c. and a variety of curious 
artificial and natural productions alfo belong to the 
company, and are depofited in their apartments. It’ 
was not thought neceffary to infert the particulars of 
them in the prefent catalogue, but lifts are in the poffef- 
fion of the Librarian, Me attends to fhow them at 
ftated times,* and the Dire#ors, on proper occafions, 
permit the inftruments to be made ufe of. © 





Befides. the colle&tion, the perfonal property confifts 
of fome monies at intereft; the fales of fhares, which — 
-fince the year 1768, have been fixed at ten pounds, and 
the annual payment of ten fhillings from each member. 


A houfe and lot of ground which belonged to the 
Union Company; two lots of ground (one the generous 
- donation of the late Thomas Penn, Efquire,) and feve- 
ral ground rents conftitute the real eftate. 


The members hold the property as tenants in com- 
mon, and difpofe of their fhares by will or deed; but 
the aflent of the Diredtors, as well in fuch cafes as in . 
cafe of an original purchafe, is previoufly neceflary—a — 
reftri€tion early adopted, in order, as much as poflible, 
_ to prevent improper perfons from having accefs to a 

collection of a nature fo liable to injury. © 
. Ten Directors and a Treafurer are annually elected 
“by the members: the Dire&tors appoint a Secretary 
‘and a Librarian,—for the .refpective powers and duties 
of whom, the reader is referred to the charter and the 
fubfequent laws and regulations. 3

(Altered by a law paffed the 13th. of March, 1769.) 





A Law for recording the laws of the company, 
and the names of fuch perfons as fhall here-. 
after be admitted members thereof, &c. 


O THE END that the laws of the Li. 
brary Company of Philadelphia may be

LOGUES having been much complained of, as tending te 
prolong and perplex the enquiry after particular authors,
